ADOPTS NEW CODE 


Three Legislative Proposals 


! - Would Govern Issuance 


of Cards. 


Waghington.—A uniform trafile code 
for the guidance of motorists and 
pedestrinng throughout - the country 
was adopted at the concluding session 
of the second national conference on 
atreet and highway safety. - 

‘The suggested uniform vehicle code 
adopted is divided into three parts: A 
gnixorm vehicle registration and certi- 
ficate of title act; a uniform motor 
vehicle operators’ ‘and chauffeurs’ li- 
cense act, and.a uniform act regulat- 
ing operation of vehicles on highways. 
They are designed as models for adop- 
tion by the several states.” 

The registration act provides for cre- 


. ation of a moter’ vehicle commisstoner 


at the head of a separate department 
to enforce the provisions of the -act. 
The department would keep records 


open to public inspection, post notices 


of stolen vehicles, revocations ot li- 
cense, etc. 

Driving a car without the owner's 
‘consent or knowledge, even though 
without intent to steal, is made a mis- 
demeanor, Receiving or transferring 
gtolen- vehicles is made a felony. Will- 
ful damage of a vehicle is.a misde- 
meanor. 

The operators’ and chauffeurs’ act 
provides that every person who oper 
ates a car must have a permit. Lt
